Charles Dickens. 
_ Mr. Smauiey writes trom London to | 
| the New York Tribune, under date of June 
llth, an interesting letter, of which Mr. 
_ Dicuens is the subject. The suddenness 
ef hus death, Mr. Su aLvey writes, took the 
Londop press by surprise. There seems to 
have been at first a desire to keep his ill- 
ness asecret. He was attacked at home, 
near Rochester, about twenty-five mules 
from London, Wednesday evening, at din- 
ner. Nothing was known of it by the 
evening pepers of the day following. 
Physicians arrived in rapid succesgon 
from the neighboring town and trom Lon- 
den. They all agreed that the case was 
hopeless from the first moment. His was 
one of those thoroughbred natures that go 
on'working at full speed till the last mo- 
ment; then, without apy premonitory 
symptom of weakness or any sensible fail- 
ure of energies or faculties, break up ip a 
moment. His sister-in-law was with him; 
his son and two daughters were telegraph- 
ed tor and arrived in time to stand by his 
bed as the lamp went finally out From 
the first moment to the last he remained 
upconsmous, and no spoken tarewe)) soft- 
ened the bitter grief of relatives and 
triends. 
Among his sincere mourners is the 
Queen. The relations between her and 
Mr. Dickens were once so far from being 
true, that Mr. Dickens felt himeeli obliged 
"to decline an invitation to the Court. He 
was, in fact, invited as an amateur actor 
and reader, but being invited only as such, 
refused. With a sense of the dignity of 
his profession, only too rare in England, 
he said that while he yielded to nobody in 
_ proper respect for his sovereign, he would 
not enter any house professionally where 
he could not be received on equal terms 
socially. It was the ridiculous punctilio 
ot some gold-stick-in-waiting that stood 
between the Queen and Mr. Dickens, and 
it happened so long ago, that it is only 
worth remembering to show how much 
wiser the Queen has proved in such mat- 
ters than her counselors. She put aside, 
or probably there was no need to put 
aside, the toolish suggestions of 
etiquette, and of late years the Queen 
has welcomed Mr. Dickens to her houme, 
as she welcomes any other guest of dis- 
tinction. There had grown up between 
them a feelmg of personal friendship. The 
Quecnsent him her book, with a graceful 
note saying how unworthy such a trifle 
was of the acceptance of him who was the 
chief among the writers of her time. Mr. 
Dickens, not long before his death, gave 
to the Queen a copy of the library edition 
of his works. She put it in her private 


DickEss know that his gift was placed 
where it would be always plainest in her 
sight and readiest to herhand. The letter 
containing this INMessage reached the great 
| novelist’s home while he lay slowly dying 
| and unconscious. It is known that pub- 
_ le honors have been pressed by the Queen 
and her advisers upon Mr. Dickens. Af. 
ter what he said at Liverpool last year, 
he could not well be offered a peer- 
age, but he might have had that or 
any lesser title if he would. Times

_ dignity unsuited to him. When he had

Ii he would not have that 
either, ig was because it confers the title of 
Right Honorable,and he preferred to be 
simply Cuantes Dickens. Intelligence

ter the announcement, after the leading

umes, separately published and sold at | 


three shillings and sixpence each. He 
understood the market, stadied it, and 
adapted the supply of his books to the 
demand. He said four years ago that the 
copyright of each one of his books became 
every year more valuable; that is, brought 


in more actual monéy. It is to be regret- | 
ted that there is no really satisfactory edi- | 
tion among the many that have appeared.

Sudden as his death was at last, ut can 
hardly be called unexpected. His friends 
knew that he had had « grave warning, 
graver than the public had been allowed to 
suspect. When his physician ordered him 
last year to break off his readings, and 
when he iailed to appear at Preston, even 
after Lis audience had begun to assemble, 
there were some who felt the disappoint- 


ment so bitterly that they complained ing 


aloud. “He might have read just once 
more,” said some of the most thoughtless 
and most exacting among his admirers. 
But he stood at that moment on the brink 
of the deep gulf down which he has just 
gone plunging. He was threatened then 
with the attack of apoplexy which at last 
sexzed him and struck its one swift, fatal 
blow. Yet he was a man so robust and 
energetic that it was difficult to believe 
him capable of illness. His physicmns 
knew theiruth. They knew that he had 
overtaxed his strength, greatasit was, 
and that the sole medicine which could 
prolong bis life and, perhaps, leave him to 
die years hence of some less dreaded mal- 
ady, was rest. But he could not take it. 
lt was as necessary to him to work as to 
breathe. If he gave up for a time one

another scarcely less unremitting. Could 
he but have abandoned his public read. 
ings two or three yearsago, could he have 
left unwritten the beginning of the Mys- 
tery of Edwin Drood, could he have re- 
laxed his incessant care for his weekly 
magezine; in fine, could he have been 
somebody else and not himself, CHARLEs 
Dickens might have been living to-day, 
and the world’s great grief over his too 
early death postponed for a score of years. 


Mr. SMALLEY concludes: “He had 
plenty of enemies, indeed.
